Decreased license and citation revenue could reduce revenue to the Commerce Service Fund by $4,500
annually. Additionally, a potential reduction in dedicated credits from background checks of $1,400
could occur. There will be a corresponding reduction in associated costs for these background checks.
Increased costs to review and certify license exemptions can be offset against a decreased cost from
citation reviews resulting in a net cost to the Department of Commerce of $7,600 annually. Spending
from the Commerce Service Fund affects annual transfers to the General Fund.
